SEC Probe Fraud 


WASHINGTON July 29 (#—Chief 
presidential aide Sherman Adams 
refused for a second time today to 
testify in an investigation of the 
controversial Dixon - Yates power 
contract. 

Replying to a request that he re- 
consider an earlier refusal, Adams 
wrote Sen. Kefauver (D-Tenn), 
chairman of a Senate Judiciary 
subcommittee: 

“In my letter I made my position 
clear, and that position has not 
changed.”’ 

Today’s hearing also brought a 
charge from Kefauver that a Secu- 
rities and Exchange Commission 
hearing on Dixon-Yates financing 
‘was “‘a fraud and a sham.” 


CITES IKE LINK 

Adams’ first refusal to testify in 
the inquiry was made in a July 21 
letter to Kefauver. He said Chair- 
man J. Sinclair Armstrong of the 
SEC and other government officials 
had testified or would testify to all 
facts known to him. He also cited 
his confidential relationship 
to President Eisenhower 

Kefauver’s insistence that Adams 
testify grew out of disclosure by 
Armstrong that at Adams’ request 
the SEC in June postponed for 
three days its hearing on Dixon- 
Yates financing. 

Armstrong related that Adams 
wanted the delay to give Atty. Gen. 
Brownell and other government 
lawyers time to decide whether to 
intervene in the case. 


WENZELL WAITED 


Waiting to testify before the SEC 
at the time was Adolphe Wenzell, 
who figured in the Dixon-Yates ne- 
gotiations as a Budget Bureau con- 
sultant at the same time as he was 
a vice president of the First Boston 
Corp. Kefauver contends Wenzell 
played a dual role, since First Bos- 
ton, a New York investment house, 
later became the Dixon-Yates fiscal 
agent. 

The senator has also suggested

Cravey Bans 
Certain Type 
Life Policies 


Insurance Commissioner Zack 
Cravey said Friday he has or- 
dered life insurance companies 
in Georgia to stop issuing certain 
Aypes of profit-sharing and group 
policies. 

He said the order is effective 
Aug. 1. 

In a letter directing the com- 
panies to cease issuing such pol- 
icies, Cravey™said: ‘‘In the ab- 
sence of further notice this order 
is not intended to be retroactive 
as to such described policies now 
outstanding.”’ 

Cravey’s order effects policies 
“senerally known to the insur- 
ance world as tontine or semi- 
tontine policies.’’ Such a policy is 
issued to a group of persons. 
Upon the death of one of the 
policyholders, the others benefit 
from policy payments. 

Also affected are policies 
“promising returns and profits as 
an inducement to insurance or to 
the taking of the policy.”’ 

‘‘Recent reports of schemes be- 
ing used to sell life insurance in 
this state are alarming,’’ Cravey 
declared, ‘‘We don’t want any 
more of these schemes and gim- 
micks.”’ 

In addition to such schemes, 
Cravey said, he recently has re- 
ceived a number of reports of 
unethical and unlawful methods 
used by some agents in selling in- 
surance.

WASHINGTON, July 29 (#—Any 
chance of Congress corhpleting its 
work tomorrow and adjourning for 
the year disappeared tonight with 
an announcement by majority lead- 
er McCormack (D-Mass) that the 
House will meet Monday. 
Legislation will be considered 
that day, McCormack told the 
House. 

The drive for a weekend adjourn- 
ment apparently was stalled by 
House passage today of a public 
housing bill which eliminates all 
the low rent home construction 
requested by the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration. 

Since the Senate has voted for 
135,000 new housing units annually 
for the next four years, a compro- 
mise now has to be worked out 
by the two -chambers. There is 
general agreement that some sort 
of a’ housing bill must be passed 
before Congress quits. 

The House will meet earlier than 
usual tomorrow for a rare Satur- 
day session in which it will dis- 
pose of odds and ends of legisla- 
tion.

Georgia’s new tax program produced $106, 289 more 
than estimated during the first month. 


And State Revenue 
sioner T. V. Williams added still 


another $1,541,775 of unexpected) 


revenue when he collected floor 
taxes on stocks of goods assem- 
bled by wholesalers just before 
the new taxes went into effect. 


Net collections in July were 
$19,344,867, Williams announced 
Friday. The revenue commis- 
sioner, shortly after the special 
session of the Legislature in- 
creased taxes, had estimated 
July collections would total $17,- 
696,802 

Of the $19,344,867, Williams 
pointed out that $1,541,775 came 
from the floor tax—and did not 
reflect additional sales of alco- 
holic beverages and cigarettes. 
After deducting the floor tax, 
however, the normal collections 
for July would have been $17,- 
803,091—or $106,289 more than 
expected. 

In July, 1954, net tax collec- 
tions were $15,721,506. 

Williams estimated the 1956 
fiscal year will produce $261.,- 
261,174 in tax collections through 
his department, which collects 
95 per cent of the state revenue. 
He estimated the new taxes 
would account for $29,935,000 of 
this, and improved collection 
methods and normal business 
conditions would bring in an- 
other $15,000,000. 

All of the new taxes haven't 
started’ producing yet. Gasoline 
collections in July won’t be turn- 
ed over to the state until Aug. 
20. Higher fees on auto tags 
won’t produce until the next 
calendar year, nor will income 
tax payments until next April.

‘The Bird’ To Screen 
Space... tor Reds, Too

WASHINGTON, July 29 — The earth satellite will have no 
practicable military application in the foreseeable future, but will 
help man come to a better understanding of the natural laws of 


the universe. 
Research scientists in the 


Pentagon said the man-made 


satellite, whizzing around the earth with a tumbling motion, 
would give them valuable information that could be applied to 
flight studies for the intercontinental ballistics missile, a dread 
atomic weapon now being developed for wars between the con- 
tinents. The satellite has been dubbed “The Bird.”’ 

But scientists in Russia as well as in the United States and 
elsewhere will be getting the same data, for there will be noth- 
ing private about the object traveling with a velocity of about 
18,000 miles an hour. It will be circling the eayth once in about 


every 90 minutes. 


There are two important things that the satellite will not be 


able to do 


1. It will have no utility for gaining terrestrial data that 
might be used as part of President Eisenhower’s Geneva plan 
for inspecting the military establishments of the United States 


and Russia. 


2. It will not be able to drop nuclear weapons, or anything

WASHINGTON, July 29 — This 
country plans to launch history's 
first manmade, earth-circling sat- 
ellite into space during 1957 or 
1958. 

Tentative plans envision an un- 
manned giocbular object about the 
size of a basketball. The satellite 
will flash around the earth ap- 
proximately once every 90 min- 
utes at a speed of 18,000 miles 
an hour in a fixed path 200 to 
300 miles above, the ground. 

These plans were announced 
this afternoon at a White House 
news conference attended by a 
battery of prominent scientists. 


HUSHES WAR USE 

White House Press Secretary 
James C, Hagerty joined the 
scientists in stressing the satel- 
lite’s Immense scientific value to 
all nations and minimizing its 
threat as a potential instrument 
of war. 

All nations, including the Com- 
munist countries, will have com- 
plete access to all scientific data 
gathered beyond the _ earth's 


American scientists will also 
give the world the plot of the sat- 
jellite’s orbit, or course through 
space, so that scholars of all 
countries may study it. 

ALL TO TUNE IN 

If the object carries radio 
equipment for transmitting scien- 
tific data to earth other nations 
will be given the broadcasting 
frequencies so that they may 
tune in. 

The missile will girdle the 
earth “entirely for scientific pur- 
poses,”’ Hagerty said.

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Congress Sidesteps 


The Traffic Problem 


As Congress nears adjournment it ap- 
pears certain that no action will be taken 
at this session on the President's highway 
building proposals. The President’s orig- 
inal recommendations and a congressional 
substitute for it have both bogged down 
in a muck of partisan politics and special 
interest lobbying. é 

President Eisenhower proposed that a 
muitibillion-dollar program of highway 
construction during the next decade be 
financed by a long-term bond issue, to be 
handled by a separate government corpo- 
ration. It amounted to what we have be- 
come familiar with here in Georgia as 
authority financing. 

The President’s program followed a 
lengthy study of the nation’s highway 
needs and was based on sound reasoning. 
In addition to the death and mayhem on 
the nation’s roads, estimated to be costing 
a minimum of $4,500,000,000 annually, 
highway congestion is slowing down the 
country’s economic progress, endangering 
national security and creating chaos in 
traffic. 

The substitute pay-as-you-go plan ad- 
vanced by the Democrats has been killed 
by pressure of trucking and other trans- 
portation interests. 

It proves again one of the strange 
paradoxes of special interest groups. 
They stand to lose more in the long run 
from poor roads than any other users. 
Truckers and gasoline and oil interests 
will pay the toll of inadequate highways 
irf increasing proportion. It is a clear case 
of “cutting off the nose to spite the face.” 

At anv rate, the Congress has delayed 
dging something about one of the nation’s 
most pressing problems. Every man, wom- 
an and child in the country will share in 
the cost of that delay, some of them pay- 
ing for it with their lives. 


This Park Was Pledged 
A Number of Years Ago 


Atlanta's latest plan for urban re- 
development finally may provide a park 
for Negroes in the thickly populated sec- 
tion east of Peachtree, south of, Forrest 
avenue and west of Boulevard. 


Known as Buttermilk Bottom, the sec- 


tor is one of the city’s worst slum areas. 
Only a few blocks from Peachtree’s high 
rent shopping district are to be found 
unpaved alleys, ramshackle tenements, 


and the same kind of social and health 
problems that prosperous Atlantans find 
so shocking when they discover them, say, 


in Italy or North Africa. 

Currently, the Fulton County Health 
Department is working hard in Butter- 
milk Bottom to prevent an outbreak of 
disease. The recent heavy rains flooded 
the lowlands, wate? “stands in stagnant 
pools, and preventive medicine is in order 
to stave off a possible outbreak of 
ty phoid 

All this within a few blocks of Five 
Points, near the heart of a city which 
prides itself on its progressiveness 

Health is not the only problem in 
this slum area. It is a police problem. 
Possibly the police would find it less of a 
problem if there were facilities for ree- 


reption there. But there are none. Money 
has been earmarked for several years for 
a park in the section. But so far nothing 


hase been done. Just one of those things. 
. Buttermilk Bottom is one of several 
s¢ctions of Atlanta that need cleaning and 
ventilating. They all tell the- same story. 
Misery. dirt and crime 
Urban redevelopment has been widely 
discussed for Atlanta for about five years 
now. Several things, including the uncon- 
Stitutionality of a state enabling act, have 
eonspired to ceiay the work 
The city’s planners are working on 


urban redevelopment again. Studies are 
being made which must be approved by 
the federal government before funds can 
be optained 


Atlanta lags behind many other cem- 


Munities in this matter. And certainly, 
Atlanta »s! d have a guilty conscience 
because of the failure to provide the 


lang promised park for this particularly 
distressed area.

With a Muzzled Press 
There Is No Freedom 


There are signs that Juan Peron either 
has lost his grip on Argentina, or else 
he is relaxing it in an attempt to improve 
his popularity. 

Since the June revolt by the Navy, 
and his riot-provoking attack on the 
Catholic Church, the man whose whirn 
has been law for so long has adopted a 
conciliatory attitude. . 

The underground political opposition 
has been allowed to show its head. The 
leader of the anti-Peron Radical party 
has made a radio broadcast critica! of the 
government and outlining a platform of 
reforms. It has been nine years since an 


anti-Peron politician has been allowed to 
address the nation over the air. 

Peron, who has been combining the 
job of president with that of head of his 
own party, announced he is quitting the 
latter job to devote his whole time to 
the presidency. He said he wants to be 
everybody's president, not just the presi- 
dent of the Peronistas. 

The word conciliatory hardly does 
justice to Peron’s new attitude. Supplica- 
tory might be better, 

These indications that an Argentine 
can be publicly against Peron and not in 
fear of his life are encouraging. 

There will be less suspicion concern- 
ing Peron’s motives, however, when the 
Argentine press has its freedom restored. 
Prior to its suppression by Peron one of 
the world’s greatest newspapers was La 
Prensa of Buenos Aires. 

Peron, though, could not stand its 
criticism, and the government took over 
La Prensa. The end of its independence 
was mourned by the free world. 

La Prensa stands as the symbol of 
Argentine freedom to all the democratic 
nations. As long as its once mighty voice 
is stilled the world will remain justifiably 
suspicious of Juan Peron or whoever may 
succeed him.

Balanced County Budget 
Is a Pleasant Reality 


During this period when few govern- 
mental units are managing to make ends 
meet, the report of Fulton County Comp- 
troller John F. Still is refreshing. The 
county completed the first six months 
of the year with a balanced budget, said 
Mr. Still, and does not expect to exceed it 
during the year. 

Expenditures in various departments 
are within budgeted amounts and in some 
cases are lower than last yéar. Expendi- 
tures during the first six* months were 
$271,791.76 below the same period for 
1954. 

The county is expected to hold its 
own despite a one-mill reduction in the 
tax rate, which will be largely offset by 
the normal increase in the county tax 
digest. 

Those who feared dire consequences 
of increased county taxes and breakdown 
of services as a result of the Plan of Im- 
provement continue to find their fears 
were unjustified. 

Although it might be considered 
heresy in some quarters to say so, a bal- 
anced budget gives us a comfortable feel- 
ing. Governments, like individuals, must 
sooner or later face a day of reckoning 
when spending must somehow be adjusted 
to income. We congratulate Fulton Coun- 
ty officialé for recognizing this fact and 
acting accordingly.

State Chamber’s Proposals 


Would Mean 


Lower Taxes 


The Georgia State Chamber of Commerce has offered some sug- 
gestions for bringing about economy in the state government—which 
should mean lower taxes, not higher. 


For the past several months, a 
group of businessmen on the Fis- 
cal Advisory Council of the cham- 
ber have been studying the matter 
of economy in the state govern- 
ment. This group has analyzed ex- 
penditures for the various state 
programs, and has compared 
methods used in Georgia with 
those of other states. 

Now, the chamber has submitted 
its recommendations to the Econ- 
omy Committee of the Legislature, 
which is supposed to be studying 
efficiency and savings in the state 
government. 


The chamber says state spend- 
ing could be reduced by more than 
ten million dollars annually, with 
just a few changes and procedures. 

In the field of public welfare, the 
chamber believes there could be a 
saving of a million and a half by a 
law permitting the state to re 
cover from the estate of a welfare 
recipient the amount of public as- 
sistance he had received. Such a 
law failed to pass at the recent 
special session. 

In education, first of all, the 
chamber recommends use of a pri- 
vate management consultant firm 
to survey the operations of the edu- 
cation system. This survey should 
be directed toward placing oper- 
ation of the schools on a more ef- 
ficient and economical basis. 

The chamber proposes raising 


tuition at state schools to offset 
the cost of operation. It approves 
the plan of employment of quali- 
fied teachers and students as bus 
drivers, and says there could be 
a savings of two to five million 
dollars in transportation costs. 

Then, there is a proposal that 
the state improve its methods of 
collecting taxes from all who 
should be paying them® More ef- 
ficient tax collections could result 
in two to four million dollars more 
money. 

The chamber recommends that 
there be uniform standards and 
procedures in state purchasing, 
through a central purchasing agen- 
cy, and that all purchases be on 
competitive bidding. 

Lastly, but certainly not least, 
there is the matter of more parti- 
cipation by cities and counties in 
assuming a realistic proportion of 
government costs. 

Two-thirds of Georgia's counties 
get back more money from the 
state than their citizens pay in 
state taxes. The chamber proposes 
a “workable formula’’ to include 
an equalized assessment of prop- 
erty throughout the state, with 
state aid to counties and munici- 
palities made on the basis of each 
government nmreeting its fair ghare 
of the burden.

The Catfish Aren't 
On the Guided Tour 


WASHINGTON—The guide books tell you of 
the monuments, but they don’t mention some ot 
the more fascinating side glances into our nation’s 


capital. Those the visitor must seek out for himself. 


Yesterday, just at dusk, for ex- 
ample, having nothing particular 
to do. I took a taxi down through 
the cool green gloom of Rock 
Creek Park, a 14mile stretch of 
untouched woodland, where little 
streams romp, and old trees stand, 
as wild and primitive as it must 
have been in George Washington's 
day. A half moon was shining, 
and owls were adrift on silent 
wings, and this great park was as 
wild and lonely and quiet as if it 
lay a thousand miles away in the 
heart of the Blue Ridge wilderness. 

It ends at the river at a curving 
drive that follows the river shore 
for miles. And between the road 
and the river lies a lawn of beau- 
tiful grass, that goes down a gentle 
slope to the rock wall that holds 
the broad Potomac in its banks.

Let a style become old enough 
and it can be reintroduced for 
new.

I want to say something about 
a group of professional men who 
are sometimes misunderstood and 
sometimes misrepresented and of- 
ten too little appreciated.

These men are the morticians, 
The profession is ancient and hon- 
orable. The state establishes cer- 
tain educational standards which 
make it possible for us to ap- 
proach their offices with con- 
fidence. The profession has nation- 
al associations which have estab- 
lished codes of practice and ethics 
which are of a high order. There 
are, of course, morticians who do 
not maintain these codes, but the 
offenders are not respected by 
others in the profession. This is 
true in law, too, and medicine and 
the ministry, and in every other 
line. 

Most morticians I have known 
consider themselves to be public 
servants, and most of them have 
the manner and attitude of service. 
They must maintain expensive 
establishments and costly equip- 
ment. They are expected to con- 
tribute generously to every ap-

peal, civic and charitable. Most of 
them do not profit as greatly from 
their professional endeavour as 
many people think, nor do they 
often realize the financial remun- 
eration which their training and 
experience warrants. Perhaps only 
ministers know how much of their 
services to the poor are offered 
without profit to them. 

There are all kinds of jokes 
about ‘“‘the friendly undertaker,”’ 
and some of the best jokes I've 
heard have been passed on to me 
by morticians. Yet, like the yarns 
about traveling salesmen, much of 
the humor is as untrue as it is 
unkind. One unfortunate aspect of 
the mortician’s work is that his 
services are so closely associated 
with our periods of greatest sor- 
row and anguish. Long afterward 
we identify him with our grief. 


Yet many people have found rea- 
sons enough to be grateful for the 
mortician who answers the phone, 
by day or late into the night, when 
we need him. I have known in- 
numerable instances when the wis- 
dom and consideration of a morti- 
cian have brought sympathy and 
consolation and helpfulness at a 
time when there seemed to be few 
others who really understood. 


Geneva Postscript: 


Ike to Run in ’56 


PARIS—There is an important political post- 


script to be written out of the summit conference rig 


at Geneva. Behind it lurks the intriguing question: 
Have the Russians been’ able to persuade President Eisenhower to 


run in 1956 when the Republican politfcians have been unable to do so? 


This is no idle question. It is 
worth raising and, I am sure, 
worth looking for the answer in 
the events which took place dur- 
ing the Big Four talks last week. 

I do not pretend that I know the 
answer unqualifiedly. It is doubt- 
ful that the President has himself 
yet reached an unqualified answer. 
But I am sure that he is nearer 
today to a decision to stand for 
reelection than he was before he 
sat down at the conference table 
across from Bulganin, Khrushchev 
and Zhukov on July 18. 

There are three aspects of this 
Big Four meeting which visibly 
bear upon Mr. Eisenhower's 1956 
decision: 

1. The impact of the conference 
on the President. 

2. The impact of the President 
upon the Soviet leaders. 

3. The near certainty that this 
conference has put in train a se- 
ries of big-power negotiations 
which will take two to four years 
to complete and which may deter- 
mine the shape of the peace for 
a long time to come. 

If it is true—and I think it is— 
that Mr. Eisenhower will seek a 
second term only if he's con- 
vinced that through another four 
years in the White House he could 
make a contribution to peace pe- 
culiarly his own, then his week at 


Geneva produced new factors 
which,, far more than theoretical 
arguments, could be decisive. 
The conference has stirred and 
stimulated Mr, Eisenhower more 
than anything I have seen. Vir- 
tually every Western correspond- 
ent agreed that he was at his best, 
friendly, informal, person-to- 
person contact came fully into play 
and that as a result the West's 
deep dedication to the cause of 
peace emerged stronger and clear- 
er to the whole world than at any 
time during the past 10 years. 
After the hardest days of the 
Big Four discussions, Mr. Eisen- 
hower appeared more full of zest, 
more rested, more tranquil than I 
have seen him in many months. 
From everything that happened 
at Geneva it was evident that the 
Soviets do not want to settle any 
major issues soon and that at the 
same time they don’t want to go 
to war over them. This can mean 
only one thing—that a long period 
of continuing negotiations is in 
prospect, at the end of which there 
is the fair prospect that better 
East-West relations may be forth- 
coming.

How did it get started, the Hartung fable? 

Well, Mike Kelly, the old Minneapolis club owner, had 
signed Hartung after a tryout in Texas. Kelly’s club trained 
at New Braunfels, a few miles from Hondo. Hartung played 
six games with Minneapolis in 1942 and was optioned to Eau 
Claire, Wis. 

He struck 12 home runs, hit .358 in 66 games. This was only 
class D, though. This is not where the fable made its move. 

Now you move the scene to Hawaii. Hartung is a soldier at 
Hickam Field. He is clouting home runs to the foot of Koolawe 
Range. He is pitching and confounding the hitters in a military 
league. There is a major there, an impressionable major. He 
writes back to the United States about this incredible boy who 
could do anything. 

“Tt don’t know who he wrote, but he wrote,” Hartung 
said. “I don’t know how word got to the Giants, but they 
bought me without ever seeing me.

“TI had a good spring. I hit real good. They put me in the out- 
field. I opened the season in left. I didn’t hit so good when the 
season started. Mel Ott was the manager then. In June he told 
me I was a pitcher. I pitched and won nine and lost seven. The 
next year I was 8 and 8 and the next year I was 9 and 11. The 
next year I played the outfield some more.”’ 


—He Traveled 90 Important Feet 


In 1951 the fable took a bad turn. The careless godmother let 
Hartung slip back to Minneapolis. The going was one of melan- 
choly. Many a hardened metropolitan author’s typewriter shed 
inkened tears. 

In August he was back. Leo Durocher needed him to help 
finish off Brooklyn. He did. You don’t remember it clear as 
a bell because Hartung is lost in the explosion of Bobby 
Thomson’s home run. It is most probably forgotten that 
Hartung traveled 90 of the most important feet of the year. 
He rested on third, a pinch runner for Don Mueller. and 
scored the third Giant run on Thomson’s blast to heaven. 

Everybody lived happily ever after, which didn’t last long. 
For the Giants, ever after ended in the World Series. For Hart- 
ung, it ended the next spring. He went back to Minneapolis. 

“Then I started to travel. Minneapolis sold me to Havana. I 
became one of the International League wanderers. Three weeks 
ago I set a new record, I traveled from Rochester, N.Y., to 
Havana, to Hondo, to Oakland to pinch hit. I went to bat one 
time for Oakland and struck out. Oakland sold me to Nashville.”’ 

His heavy voice hung there in the air for a moment, like 
the flowing command of a movie sheriff. If you were looking 
for tears, there weren’t any. Hartung was grinning. 

He walked to the dresser for a cigarette and stretched out 
again. “‘Maybe I’m too young to be bitter,”’ he said. ‘‘Maybe 
that comes later.”’

A proposed $500,000 Hill-Burton 
hospital to serve the north De- 
Kalb area is ineligible for part 
of a $1,000,000 fund set-aside for 
a Decatur hospital, Pierre How- 
ard, DeKalb County attorney has 
ruled. ; 


Howard's ruling was revealed 
Friday by DeKalb County Com- 
missioner Wheat Williams’ office. 
The attorney could not be 
reached for comment. 


Howard was quoted as saying 
the $1,000,000 fund is by law re- 
served for a ‘“‘countywide hos- 
pital and cannot be divided.”’ 

The attorney’s ruling came aft- 
er an official of the projected 
North DeKalb Hospital Authority 
indicated an attempt would be 
made to acquire a pro rata share 
of the $1,000,000 fund to defray 
part of the community hospital’s 
cost. Under the Hill-Burton Act, 
one-third of a hospital’s cost must 
be raised locally. 

The North DeKalb Hospital Au- 
thority, brought into being Tues- 
day by the North DeKalb Plan- 
ning Council, will not become 
operative until its charter is ap- 
proved by the city governments 
of Chamblee, Doraville and North 
Atlanta. 

The authority seeks establish- 
ment of a 50-bed hospital to serve 
the three component municipali- 
ties and adjacent unincorporated 
areas. Dr. W. A. Mendenhall, a 
trustee, has said staffing of the 
hospital is “‘virtually assured.”’

Hips Are 


“Silhouette 


Problem 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Hips that bustle out in back 
create a vexing silhouette prob- 
lem. Let milady catch a side- 
wise view of her figure, hips 
trailing, and on the spot she de- 
cides to diet to reduce and ex- 
ercise to slim the hips. 

But such measures wouldn't 
necessarily improve her figure. 
If the problem is swayback, hips 
are merely the effect. The cure 
is through posture correction. 

An exaggerated incurve at the 
small of the back throws all the 
body curves out of kilter. The 
midsection, instead of being nice 


and flat, is thrust forward, and 


hips bustle out rearward. 
WATCH CLOSELY 

Now watch closely as you im- 
prove the body lineup. Con- 
tract with the hip muscles, 
pulling down and slightly under, 
and at the same time pull up 
strongly with the lower abdom- 
inal muscles. 

Keep the knees slightly re- 
laxed, and stand stretched tall. 
If this simple movement lessens 
the curve in front and “slims” 
the hips, then at least part of 
your silhouette worries stem 
from poor posture. 

The only difficult part of the 
exercise is getting into position. 
It will be easy if you sit against 
the wall sideways, then with a 
neat turn swing legs up the wall 

. and there you are, on your 
back, legs up the wall. 

Arms are on the floor with 
elbows bent and fingers resting 
on shoulders. 


PEDAL LEGS 


The movement is to pedal legs 
up and down the wall, bringing 
alternate knees vigorously to 
chest, and at the same time, 
pulling snugly up and in with 
lower abdominal muscles, press- 
ing small of back against the 
floor. 

Once you get the hang of this 
exercise, bring arms into the 
movement—as alternate knees 
are flexed to chest, both arms 
are stretched back on floor over- 
head, and returned to shoulders. 

It's as fine a straightener-out- 
er as you'll come across. Con- 
tinue the action for 10 counts, 
later more,
